HAVRE I)E CRACK, Md., April 17. — Tin- popular 
Harford track was the scene of another day’s great 
s|mrt. the racing l*cing witnessed by a large gather- 
ing despite the deplorable track conditions expected 
after the heavy rains of Wednesday. Cloudy and 
threatening weather had but slight effect on the 
attendance. 

The Capt. Ral Parr stable was much in evidence 
this afternoon, accounting for the baby race with 
the speedy Fanny Cook, whose dam. Schnapps, is 
bv Burgomaster — Irish Reel. The Parr filly dis- 
played the speed of her granddam in her effort 
today, and her victory was a popular one. The 
I'arr i-olors were again victorious in the steeple- 
chase race, the first of the eastern season. Warlock, 
the Parr standard bearer, showed extreme fitness 
of physical condition and was pounds the best of 
those opposed to him. He conclusively proved this 
in the closing stages of the contest through the 
soggy bog-ridden field. Early' Light, the .1. K. L. 
Ross candidate, from which much was expected, 
evidently needs further preparation. 

Rutwell’s powerful ride was responsible for Hur- 
ricane’s victory in the second race. Alert at the 
post, he got the Miller cast-off away well, reserved 
him ladiind Consistency, which set a fast pace, and 
brought the crowd to its feet by the manner in 
which he rode his mount to victory in a brilliant 
finish. 

Commander Ross’ good colt Foreground, carrying 
123 pounds, proved himself immeasurably best in 
tlie main race of the day. the five and a" half fur- 
longs dash run as the fourth, leading throughout 
and winning by a safe margin. The following race 
fell to Ambassador III., with the favorite, Touimy- 
waac, finishing a badly beaten third. 

ONICO’S DEFEAT A SURPRISE. 

Onico’s defeat in the sixth was as surprising as 
was Itronco Billy’s victory unexpected. Only a 
head separated the two at the finish, with Sister 
Emblem less than a half length away. Bronco Billy- 
paid $114.50 for every $2 straight ticket. Comaclio 
found the going to his liking in the closing race 
and easily wore down Virginia Yell in the final 
eighth.

THANKSGIVING VICTORY LOAN CALL 



Governor Frank O. Lowden has just issued a new 
variety of Thanksgiving proclamation. It is a call 
to the people of Illinois to set aside the period from 
April 21 to May 10 and give thanks for the winning 
of the war and the saving of thousands of lives by 
buying bonds of the Victory Liberty Loan. 

llis proclamation, in which he urges the heartiest 
support of the people of Illinois to this campaign, 
reads as follows: 



“The war is won. In winning it heavy 
obligations were incurred. These must be 
met. When the drives for Liberty Loans 
were on. we were asked not only to give our 
money, but also to give our sons. Our people 
responded generously to both demands. And 
now we are asked only to give something of 
the wealth our brave soldiers saved for us. 
Shall we answer less freely when only our 
money is asked than we did when our 
money and our hoys were needed by the 
government ? 

“We must pay our debts incurred in the 
war. To do this bonds must be sold. The 
more widely we distribute these bonds, the 
easier readjustment of business will become, 
I therefore urge our people to respond to 
their country’s call with the same open hand 
with which they responded in time of war. 
Wo properly may regard our subscriptions 
now as a thanksgiving offering for the peace 
which has come.

VETERAN DAVID GIDEON’S PHILOSOPHY GREAT B0TAF0G0 IS HALF YANKEE 

Thinks Odds Laying of Today Unsportsmanlike in His Dam, Korea, Figured in Western Racing 
Comparison with Old Time Methods. Some Years Ago. 



NEW YORK. X. Y.. April 17. — “One of tlie most 
marked changes in turf affairs,” said David Gideon 
in course of general conversation upon liis return from 
a pleasant winter in New Orleans, "is the absence 
of tlie old-time bookmaker that we had years ago 
when it was a battle of wits between the men 
who followed the profession. In ye olden days men 
had to protect themselves and not lie protected by 
a blanket prescription, which practically dictated 
what odds should be laid and what should not. 
In the cld days fifty per cent at least of the men 
who made books knew just about what chance a 
horse had of winning a race and what was a legiti- 
mate price to be offered against this chance. They 
made their books according to their own inclinations 
and ideas and created competition among them- 
selves. How changed things are these days! 

“Today one or two men make a list of prices 
for tlie entire assemblage of odds layers, with a 
decided percentage in their favor. These prices 
are practically adhered to throughout the market 
transactions with little or no variation excepting 
when there is a demand for a certain horse, which 
is immediately cut in price to almost a minimum. 
Rarely is a horse increased in price from the open- 
ing offering excepting those which are so far out- 
classed that they are merely shadows. I think 
this is had for racing aud its patrons, who become 
disgruntled at the turn things have taken, as it 
shows too much avariee on the part of tlie profes- 
sional. It could safely la- said that if ninety per 
cent of the odds layers today were left upon their 
own resources to make their own prices against 
horses their lack of knowledge of such a matter 
would be their ruin in a short time. Consequently 
this blanket arrangement of Iiaving one or two 
men dictating prices has caused every ring where 
odds laying exists to become a sort of syndicate 
affair. Mind you. 1 am not saying that a person 
should not buy all tlie information he can gather for 
liis own use for a foundation of his book, but to 
retain it as a mechanical arrangement or under- 
standing is at times disgusting and disturbing to 
tlie patrons in general. 

“That is one of the reasons the mutuels are 
so well patronized. Tlie public makes the prices 
and they fluctuate according to the amount in- 
vested. Odds layers are practically killing their 
own game by not licing more generous in their 
offerings and showing some' individuality in their 
transactions instead of relying solely upon what 
their neigliliors are doing. If a man believes a 
horse should lie quoted at even money, he should 
so act and not offer 4 to 5 because his neighbor 
is quoting that figure. Few are the men today 
who quote 50 to 1 against a horse, yet in the olden 
days there were frequent winners at that price. 
Offer one of the fraternity today $100 on a horse at 
20 to 1 and he will possibly take $20, or tell you 
to pass along. There are but one or two of the 
real old-time odds layers left in the profession 
and it is doubtful if ten jicr cent of tlie operators 
today know a chestnut horse from a bay. Their 
only knowledge is that they have a percentage in 
their favor and they want to keep that percentage 
as high as possible. It would be far better for the 
turf if there was more individuality among those 
who enjoy the privilege of odds laying and less of 
the follow -the -leader propensity which today exists.” 

DUNNE HORSES ON WAY TO LEXINGTON 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 17. — Pat Dunne arrived 
from Hot Springs and yesterday morning visited 
Churchill Downs to arrange for stall room during 
the meeting at that course. He stated that Under 
Fire, his Kentucky Derby candidate. Irregular and 
ltookery had left Hot Springs and were on their 
way to Lexington. In the same car lie is bringing 
Military System and Marainon, which are con- 
signed to Jefferson Livingston, and Florence Web- 
ber and Rosanne. also the property of Mr. Living- 
ston, anil which are being sent to the farm of Borne 
Respess to lie bred to Col. Vennie. Mr. Dunne is 
also bringing the horses Mayor Galvin and Oniond, 
which Jefferson Livingston recently sold to M. 
Quinn of Kansas City. Mr. Dunne stated that 
I'ndcr Fire had done remarkably well at Hot 
Springs, and that lie left there in the best of con- 
dition. Unless the unexpected happens the colt 
will start in tlie Kentucky Derby. He will lie given 
a couple of races at Lexington to tighten him up 
for his Der by engagemen t . 

DUNBOYNE TO BE SHIPPED WEST SOON 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 17.— The Churchill 
Downs management has received word from Wil- 
liam Hogan that lie will arrive here April 29 witli 
tin* Kentucky Derby candidate Dunlioyiie and three 
other horses belonging to P. A. Clark. Trainer 
Hogan stated that the winner of last year’s Fu- 
turity was in excellent health and that he had 
recently worked tliree-guarters in 1:17, 



It seems that the actual price paid at Buenos 
Aires for the great race horse Botafogo to his 
former owner, Diego Alvear, by M. A. Martinez de 
Hoz was $200,000 and the privilege of breeding 
ten mares to tlie horse. 

Only one other horse in the world has been sold 
for $200,000. This was Prince Palatine, winner 
of the St. Leger and other great races in England 
eight years ago. J. B. Joel paid $209. (XX) for the 
sou of Persimmon, but tlie privilege of breeding ten 
mates to Botafogo would morn than overbalance 
the excess of $9,000 in money paid for Prince Pala- 
tine. if stud fees in the Argentine Republic are 
anything like they are in England, where Mr. Joel’s 
horse commanded $2,000 before lie ever got a foal. 

Botafogo is a four-year-old colt by the wonderful 
native South American horse Old Man, that out- 
ranked the English Derby winner Diamond Jubilee 
among winning sires there a year or two ago. He 
was by Orbit, son of Bend Or, and was out of the 
French marc Moissonneuse, by Dollar, tlie horse 
whose life-size statue in bronze stands at tlie entrance 
to the Empire City track in Yonkers, N. Y. Korea, 
the dam of Botafogo. was sent to South America 
from Kentucky in 1910. and was sold there with 
a foal by Ben Strome for about $1,200. She was 
foaled in England, hut raced mostly at St. Louis 
for T. P. Hayes in 1904 as a two-year-old, winning 
four races and being placed three times in thirteen 
races. That was Korea’s only racing season in 
this country. She was retired early and sent for 
sale to South America a few years later when the 
racing slump came. H. P. Headley of tlie Beau- 
mont Stud imiHirteil Korea and after iier racing, 
until sent to South America, she was one of the 
band of brood marcs at the Dixiana Stud of Mrs. 
T. J. Carson of Lexington, Ky. 

The new owner of Botafogo is perhaps the best 
known breeder of fine horses and cattle in South 
America. He enjoys the distinction of having 
twice won the championship of tlie I>indon Hackney 
Show with Hopwood Viceroy, a stallion lie had 
shipped from Buenos Aires to England for tlie ex- 
hibition and was afterward about to ship to New 
York for the National Horse Show of America, 
when the breaking out of war caused the abandon- 
ment of the annual exhibition at Madison Square 
Garden. When Craganour was disqualified after 
finishing first in the Epsom Derby of 1913 Mr. 
de Hoz paid $150,(XX» for tlie horse to head liis stud 
at tlie Haras Chapadmalal in South America. 

South Americans have long been setting tile pace 
in making the prices of great race liorsps. More 
than thirty years ago they established a record by 
paying $86,870 to the Duke of Westminster for 
Ormonde, and in 1893 they raised the limit again 
by asking and getting $130.(810 for the unbeaten son 
of Bend Or, W. O’B. Macdonougli of California be- 
ing the buyer. Since then they have paid British 
breeders such fabulous prices as $150,000 for Craga- 
nour, $151,200 for Diamond Jubilee and $125. 000 
for Cyllene, and now they have capped the climax 
by breeding one that brought more money than any 
of the importations. 

It will surprise many turfmen to learn that of 
the nine horses ever sold for $150,000 or more 
Argentine breeders have purchased five and sold 
two. Botafogo is tlie first horse bred elsewhere 
than in the British Isles that lias brought such a 
price. The largest sum ever received by an Ameri- 
can was $125,000. paid by a syndicate for tlie im- 
ported English stallion Hock Sand, when Major 
August Belmont sold him to go to France in 1912. 
Flying Fox ranks as the highest-priced horse ever 
sold at auction, $189,000 Iiaving been realized for 
him in the famous Kiugsclere sale in Englaud in 
March, 1900. 



NEW WESTERN RACING CIRCUIT 



DENVER, Colo.. April 17.— As tlie result of a 
recent meeting held in Trinidad, Colo., the Colorado- 
New Mexico racing circuit lias lieen formed, which 
includes Pueblo. Colo.. Rocky Ford. Colo.. Trinidad, 
Colo., Raton, N. M., and in all probability Lamar. 
Colo. 

A fall program has already been arranged and is 
confined strictly to running meetings. James L. 
Beaman was elected secretary. 

With the dates for laimar considered as only ten- 
tative, the meetings will In- held as follows: 

Pueblo, August 23 to 30. 

Ris ky Ford, September 2 to 5. 

Lamar, September 9 to 12. 

Trinidad, September 16 to 19. 

Pueblo. Septemlier 23 to 26. 

Raton, September 30 to October 3. 

The purses offered will he large enough to at- 
tract a class of thoroughbreds never seen in Colo- 
rado before, the idea being that the new circuit 
will provide a break in the long jump from Cali- 
fornia to eastern tracks and back again each year.

ANOTHER DERBY CANDIDATE 



Ed Stone Qualifies Further in 
Defeating Bridesman. 

Choir Master Wins After Many 
Vain Attempts — -Robert Lee 
Stays Well for Mile Race. 



HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. April 17. — A program of Iho 
consolation variety, with tlie Douglass Hotchkiss 
Purse at a mile and seventy yards serving as the 
feature, was Oaklawn’s offering to its numerous 
racing patrons, and while tlie starters were of ordi- 
nary class tlie racing was wholesome and the win- 
ners hard to locate. 

Ed Stone, carrying K. W. Moore’s colors, with 
jockey Crump up, won the feature after a hard 
drive to dispose of Bridesmau. Rufus Riley was 
the supposed good thing here, hut like all good 
tilings that have emanated from tlie Texas owned 
stables at this meeting, it went down with a thud 
and left the “white hat” brigade stunned. Rufus 
Riley would run only in spots for the first three- 
quarters, and sulked apparently in the stretch. 
Madras Gingham was the early leader, but she liad 
enough before reaching the three-quarter post. 
At this stage Bridesman look up the running, but 
Ed Stone challenged him in the stretch and won 
going away fast. 

Choir Master, which lias been a frequent disap- 
pointment. finally showed up to his best, form in the 
opening race and beat a bad band, High Note and 
Recluse following him closest at tlie finish. 

M. Bert Thurman scored a lucky victory in the 
second race by virtue of being away well. Kuklux 
in this, which was expected to cut a wide swath, 
was given a bungling ride, which accounted in part 
for liis failure. The third race should have gone 
to Verity, which was much the best, but she lauded 
third, due to interference that she suffered from 
as a result of the leaders closing in on her after 
rounding into the stretch and almost causing her to 
fall. Scrub Lady, one of the contributors toward 
the interference, benefited most by it and succeeded 
in outstaying Archie Alexander for the purse. 
Minawand. the favorite in the race, showed fraction ; 
post acting while at the barrier, and after un- 
seating her rider twice practically ran her race 
at the post. 

ROBERT LEE HEAVILY BACKED. 

Robert Leo was the medium through which some 
of the wise ones profited well in the fifth race, for 
they backed him extensively and lie won with evi- 
dent ease from Thirty Seven and Little String. 
The final race found Sea Urchin in full possession 
of liis best form and lie displayed a decided im- 
provement over several recent races, enabling him 
to outstay tlie unlucky Leah Cochran, which was 
best, but a slow beginner and being forced to race 
wide contributed to her defeat. 

There will be a big exodus of turf followers from 
here tomorrow and. to enable them to make train 
connections in the evening in ample time, the rac- 
ing will begin at 2 p. m. 

Red Red Rose, which Mosc Goldhlatt left here 
because of illness, will probably be shipped with 
the C. E. Patterson consignment next week. His 
Zone d’Armee, which is also on the ailing list, is 
showing steady recovery. 

W. H. Fizer’s band of racers will be shipped tit 
Louisville tomorrow night. 

The official ruling against trainer T. F. Bornman 
and jockey Johnson posted today reads as follows: 

“For practices calculated to defeat the legitimate 
operation of tlie claiming rule, and for general un- 
satisfactory conduct in connection with the official 
inquiry, tlie trainer’s license issued to T. F. Born- 
man is withdrawn.” 

“Because of conduct and associations detrimental 
to the interests of racing, ami for failure to main- 
tain p roj>er riding condition, jockey A. Johnson is 
suspended for the remainder of this mooting. In 
the same connection apprentices C. Brown and U. 
Hamilton are warned as to their future behavior.” 



NAT DORTCH LOSES CONSCRIPTION 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 17.— All of tlie Kay 
Spence horses which arrived here from Havana. 
Cuba, reached Douglas Park in good condition, with 
the exception of Rafferty, which is suffering from 
catarrhal fever, and slight hopes are entertained 
for his recovery. 

The mares Conowingo. Beauty Shop and Senti- 
mental were also in the Silence consignment. They 
were later forwarded to tlie J. B. Respess Highland 
Stoek Farm, where they will la- bred. Blomlel and 
Hemlock, the property of Geo. J. Long, also arrived 
with the Spence shipment and were turned over to 
trainer Pete Coyne. The stable suffered one cas- 
ualty en route. Conscription, a three-year-old filly, 
by Sweeper— Census, which Spence raced for Nat 
Dortch of this city, was stricken with pneumonia 
on route and died at Stevenson, Ala. Conscription 
won two races at Havana, and her owner had en- 
tered her in the Kentucky Oaks. 

Three other horses that Siienee had raced in 
Havana, namely, Foster Embry. Sasenta and Miss 
Burgomaster, were forwarded to I^exington. Sasenta, 
the property of T. P. Hayes, raced well in Cuba, 
winning six eonsecutive rates. Spence did not 
bring all of bis horses hack to Kentucky. Nine 
of them were left at. Oriental Park in charge of 
“Tex” Brosier, who will keep them there and have 
them ready to resume racing next winter. The list 
includes Walter Mack, Solid Rock, Miss Ivan, 
Terrible Miss, Froglcgs. Zoic, Cnar, Elga and Shiro. 
Spence has received several offers for the contract 
he holds on jockey Murray, all of which he has 
refused. No offer below $15, (XXI will lie con- 
sidered. He has another likely riding prospect in 
I«eslic Woods, an eighteen-.vear-old boy hailing 
from Brooklyn. V Y., whom lie secured at Churchill 
Downs last summer and who can ride at eighty -five 
pounds. 

NEW JOCKEY CLUB AT SHERIDAN, WYO.

Jockey Club has been organized here for tlie pur- 
|>ose of holding two twelve-day thoroughbred meet- 
ings this season, the first in the latter half of 
June and tlie second probably in September.

HARPOONING A SEVENTEEN-FOOT SHARK 



Monster Landed After a Severe Struggle at Miami, 
Florida, 



MIAMI, Florida. April 17. — Captain Charles 
Thompson. America’s ace among deep sea fisher- 
men. drove another rivet into his title by bai'iiooniiig 
the largest hammerhead shark that has ever been 
eaiiglit in Florida waters. March 21, 

Captain Thompson was acting as guide for a 
party of sportsmen cruising among the Florida 
Keys on the Shadow V, a thirty -mile an hour ex- 
press cruiser, when he made his second bid for 
premier shark honors. 

Leaving the Cocololm Cay Club, the headquarters 
of the party, one of the Florida Keys south of 
Miami, the party bad hardly been out for half an 
hour when the big fisli was sighted. Captain 
Thompson is an exiiert. harpoon i»t and lost little 
time in sinking an eight-inch iron in the monster. 

The iron held, and thereafter, for the space of 'an 
hour and a half, the contest was a tug of war, the 
engines of the Shadow V lieing stopped and the big 
fish towing the boat. Five miles out to sea the shark 
pulled the Shadow V, a large forty -six -foot boal, 
when Captain Thompson decided it was time to 
shorten the fray, and running the Shallow up to 
Iho fish, sank a second harpoon. 

A third harpoon was added for good measure half 
an hour later, and then a Isittle liegan to bring 
the fish up to tlie bout for the gaff. This was at- 
tended witli some difficulty, the shark fighting vali- 
antly for his freedom, but finally he was brought 
close enough to drive a couple of dozen high powered 
.22 express bullets through its vitals. 

When hauled ashore the shark was found to 
measure a trifle over seventeen feet and to weigh 
over 1,500 pounds. 

A week lie fore Captain Thompson hail harpooned 
a leopard shark that held tlie record until the 
hammerhead was brought in. Recently lie also 
landed one of the largest whip-rays ever captured. 
His major achievement, however, consists of tile 
capture several years ago of a whale shark weigh- 
ing 30.000 pounds that took a couple of days to 
land. T'liis was the largest fish, other than a whale, 
ever caught.

ADIRONDACK SPORTSMAN’S GROUNDS 



The title to 13.000 acres of the finest land in 
the Adiroiulacks has recently passed to the State 
of New York. The land extends from Horse Shoe 
to Tapper Lake, a distance of ataiut fourteen miles. 
This means that much fine forest laud and a vast 
inimlier of lakes an- now open to the public, and as 
this particular property has been held privately 
protected and posted for the past twenty -three 
years it is rich in game and fish: ill fact, it has 
long been looked upon with desire by sportsmen. 
Tlie state bought the land from the estate of tin- 
late Col. William Barbour. 



HAVANA’S MOST SUCCESSFUL MEETING 



Last Winter’s Racing at Oriental Park Best in 
the History of the Course. 



HAVANA. Cuba, April 17. — A digest of the 
statistics of the winter racing season that came 
to a close at Oriental Park on Sunday. April 6. 
is convincing evidence that the 1918-19 meeting 
was by long odds the most successful since the 
sport was introduced in Cuba several years ago. 

Exactly 100 days of racing was had, and tlie 
sport was conducted along high-class lines at all 
times, and all interests co-operated to Veep it free 
from scandal. While a great many riders were 
more or less severely disciplined. In only one 
case was it necessary to inflict tlie extreme pen - 
alty against an owner. 

The (lass of horses engaged in the racing was 
better than in previous years, as is indicated by 
tlie number of new track records established during 
tlie meeting. In the UK) days six of the fourteen 
old marks were lowered and two were equaled. 
Four times during the season horses ran three- 
quarters of a mile in 1:11 k reat that had not 
ta-eu accomplished since 1916. These horses were 
Orestes. High Gear, Gas Scheer and Sirocco. Si- 
rocco also equaled the five and a half furlong 
mark of 1:05%. 

In the two-year-old division new records were 
esrabished for the quarter and half mile distances. 
J. J. Timmerman’s Dr. Hall and A. li. Diaz’ 
Azurita both covered the quarter in 22. while 
Azurita and Kay Silence's Plain Bill each covered 
the half in 4S. The other new records are a mile 
in 1:38% by tlie Williams Bros.’ James: a mile 
and an eighth in 1:51% by M. rowenStein’s Barney 
Shannon: a mile and three-sixreentbs in 1:58% by 
.1. T. West’s Tippo Sahib, and a mile and a 
quarter in 2:05 by B. Barber’s I.ytie. 

One of the gratifying features of the racing was 
the great improvement shown by many liorses over 
their performances in the United States. The bene- 
ficial effect of the Cuban climate was noticeable, 
some horses regaining long lost form, while others 
came here maidens to leave with established repu- 
tations. 

WISE MAN'S GOOD SEASON. 

Wise Man, the property of the Armonin Stable 
(Tolon A Fernandez), was tlie largest stake win- 
ner of the meeting, capturing the Christmas and 
New Year’s Handicaps, the two earliest stakes, and 
winding up a prosperous season by winning the 
Havana Handicap on March 16, this being tlie last 
of the early closing events. 

A. H. Diaz’ Orestes, though not sucli a big money 
winner as Wise Man. performed in a manner that 
caused many to rate him ns the best horse in 
Cuba. 1’nder tlie careful training of William 
McDaniel this son of Tracery, coming to hand a 
little lale, won the Morro Castle Handicap, in which 
lie (apialed the three-quarters record. Liter Orestes 
carried 123 pounds ami was beaten a neck by Deck- 
niate in the President Menoeal Handicap, at a mile 
and a quarter, and a week later carried 124 pounds 
to be beaten a head for the Independence Handicap, 
at a mile and an eighth, tlie winner breaking the 
record by running tin- distance in 1:51%. With a 
little racing luck Orestes might have won both 
these races, and a successful campaign is antici- 
pated for him in the States tlie coming season. 

G. Holme’s Smart Money was another in the 
front rank. He started only once and then carried 
118 pounds to victory in tin- Carnival Handicap, 
running the mile in 1:38%. The same owner also 
has perhaps the best of tlie three-year-olds in 
Fleeing Sheik, winner of tlie Cuba -American Han- 
dicap. Fleeing Slieik carried top weight of 121 
pounds and won by a neck, with the consistent 
Tetley, from the F. D. Weir stable, in third place. 
Frank I). Weir liad liis share of success in stake 
events, winning t lie- Antilles Claiming with Fort 
Bliss, the Oriental ■ Park with Tetley, the Carib- 
hean Claiming with Belle Roberts and also sending 
W. E. Applegate’s Hamilton A. to the post to win 
the Jlarianao Handicap. 

Among tlie horses developed which are likely to 
shine in any company are M. Lowenstein’s Barney 
Shannon and Cleek. The former won the Inde- 
pendence Handicap in record time and had worked 
so fast that lie was favorite for tlie Havana Han- 
dicap, in which he Girew his boy and ran away. 
Cleek. which had been a failure on American 
tracks, won many races at all kinds of distances. 

W. E. Feuchter's Skiles Knob was another horse 
to make a notable record by winning six handicaps 
at short distances and carrying 136 pounds to vic- 
tory on one occasion. E. I,. Fitzgerald’s Sirocco 
made the best showing of the sprinters, winning 
several races and equaling two track records. 
Toward the end of the season both Kay Spence’s 
Hodge and E. K. Bryson’s Milkman came to hand 
and ran races which placed them in the first 
flight. 

Kay Spence had an unusually successful season, 
ns did Frank Weir. Senor A. H. Diaz was re- 
markably successful with liis two-yaer-olds. win- 
ning eleven out of seventeen races. Murray was tlie 
bright particular star of tlie jockeys, and bad no 
serious opposition after Dreyer left here. 



WEATHER STOPS LEXINGTON TRAINING 



LEXINGTON. Ky., April 17. — The weather and 
truck conditions here today were not conducive to 
good work on tlie part of the horses in training at 
tlie Kentucky Association track, and none were 
particularly attractive to tlie work watchers. It 
was cold and raw, and in the afternoon there 
was a flurry of snow. The track, however, is drying 
out, and the harrows were put on it late in the 
afternoon. 

Pat Dunne, owner of Under Fire, arrived in Lex- 
ington this morning after spending yesterday in 
Louisville. His Derby colt is on the way to Lex- 
ington in a special train of horse cars which left 
Hot Springs Wednesday night. 

Jockey W. Morrissey, who rode in Cuba the past 
winter, arrived today from Havana. 

Racing secretary William H. Shelley began today- 
writing the race conditions for the first eight days 
of tlie meeting at Churchill Downs. The size of the 
purses for Louisville have not as yet been determined 
upon. 

Col. Matt J. Winn's proposal that there be a 
minimum of $1,006 is meeting with no objection, 
but tlie horsemen are anxious that the maximum 
be high enough to bring the average of the purses 
to approximate the recommendations of the com- 
mittee appointed by chairman Camden of the State 
Racing Commission last winter to re|»ort upon that 
matter. 

Trainer Charles H. Hughes came over from Louis- 
ville Wednesday night and spent the morning at 
the track, returning to Louisville this afternoon. 

The latest foal at Major August Belmont's Nur- 
sery Stud is a brother to Man o’ War, the two- 
year-old chestnut colt by Fair Play — Maluibah. for 
which Samuel I). Riddle paid $5,000 last August. 
♦ 

ENGLISH BETTING AGITATION 



LONDON. England, March 27.— Last Thursday 
in the house of commons the question of pari-nnituel 
or totalisator betting cropped up. Lieut-Colonel 
Weigall asking whether, in view of the present 
state of the nation’s finances, and as a temporary 
measure, the government would consider the institu- 
tion of the totalisator in this country on every 
race course, and levy a charge on its use. The 
reply was somewhat significant — that “the chan- 
cellor cannot anticipate his budget statement,” but 
whether tliis may lie taken to indicate that some 
such idea is to’ lie adopted, or whether it was 
merely a general answer with no bearing upon the 
provisions of the budget at all. remains to lie seen. 
Commenting on Hie matter, Amlax in Horse and 
Hound writes: "For my own jairt I favor the 

introduction of tlie totalisator, not temporarily or 
as a measure for securing revenue, but permanent ly, 
and as a means of improving racing and breeding, 
to mention no other advantages. At tlie same time, 
the principle of licensing of bookmakers should la- 
adopted — a fairly heavy annual fee being charged 
for the license; and 1 am of the opinion that the 
resiHinsible iieneilers — and we want no others — would 
welcome this means of Cfgtilarizing their position.” 



GREAT AUSTRALIAN BETTING REVENUE 



SYDNEY, X. S. W.. Australia. March 8. — The 
government revenue from the totalizator in this 
province continues to grow. From the beginning of 
July. 1918, to the end of February this year. $478,- 
755 was received, against $191,190 for tlie corre- 
sponding period in 1917-18. In betting taxes the 
return for the first eight mouths of tlie govern- 
ment's current financial year was $292,025, against 
$236,720 from tin- beginning of July. 1918, to the 
end of February 1919. The sum of $770,790 for 
eight months is a decent contribution from flu- 
nice course as a tax on the public's speculative 
tendencies. 

At Moorefield on Saturday came tlie first day's 
registered racing in Sydney since January 27. The 
expectation that after such a lengthy spell there 
would be a specially large attendance was not 
realized, and that was. no doubt, due to a great 
number of people being thrown out of work when 
the preventive measures against influenza tem- 
porarily paralyzed business of nearly all kinds in 
this city. 



BAD WEATHER RETARDS TRAINING 



Little Work Done at Long Island Tracks — Frank 
Midgley Passes Away. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., April 17.— Inclement weather 
and a severe rainstorm put a stop to training opera- 
tions on the local tracks for the past two or three 
days. Belmont Park was a sea of mud this morning, 
consequently only healthy exercise was indulged 
in. hut there is hardly a horse oil the ground whose 
skin is not cracking to he let down. 

Sam Hildreth has his string well advanced, though 
they might appear high to the average man. With 
the aid of jockey Taplin and a pair of big Mexican 
spurs (lie three-year-old Purchase is becoming more 
docile and tractable. He may give up liis bad habits 
under the present treatment, though it is possible 
lie will return to his evil ways when he gets into 
racing society again. 

As soon as the tracks get good there should be 
some fast work ordered for the horses that are 
expected to move to Pimlico, or to perform at 
Jamaica. 

Frank Midgley, a brother of Willie Midgley, 
trainer of the liorses belonging to G. A. Cochran, 
died yesterday after a short illness due to stomaeli 
trouble. Frank bad been employed by the govern- 
ment for the past winter, prior to which he assisted 
liis brother. Both were riders of prominence vears 
ago.
